CLARK SEES LONG 
AS ONLY OBSTACLE

saw' Hu ey Long as the sole obsiacle 
to President Ro o sevelt’s renomina- 
lion and re-election in ltV36. 


Senato r Clark predicted the Pres­ 
ident w'ou ld be reno minated w'ithou t 
presentatio n of ano ther name be­ 
fore the Demo cratic natio nal con­ 
vention “u nless Senato r Hu ey Long 
shou ld su cceed in getting an ou tlaw 
delegatio n fro m Lou isiana seated.” 
Clark said the President’s re-elec­ 
tion was as certain as his no mina­ 
tion. 
He disco u nted the possibility 
Lo ng cou ld get a delegatio n seated, 
adding 
that 
statem ents 
made 
by 
the “Kingfish” on the senate floor 
wou ld pro hibit su ch an action. 
“Everybo dy 
kno ws,” 
Clark 
said, 
“the electo rate of Lo u isiana is now 
deprived of any o ppo rtu nity to ex­ 
press an ho nest opinion on any m a t­ 
ter that cou ld be reflected 
in a 
fair co u nt.” 
The senato r said the two-thirds 
majo rity requ ired for a Democratic 
presidential 
no minatio n wou ld not 
handicap President Roosevelt. 
”'J'he 
two-thirds 
ru le 
shou ld

abo lished,” Clark said. 
“It is u n­ 
demo cratic

LONDON, July 20.—Italian troops, 
massing by tens of thousands on the 
Eritrea and Italian Somaliland bor- 
der.s, leave little room for doubt as 
to ^Mussolini’s intentions in Ethio­ 
pia once the long rainy season ends. 
But, even in this age of 150 M. 
P. H. bombing planes, tanks and 
motorized cavalry, it is doubtful that 
any conquest of Ethiorua could be 
carried out in one swift, smashing 
offensive. It might be as extended, 
gruelling and costly a camiiaign as 
the Bopr war. when Dutch settlois 
in tlie South African Transvaal, witli 
a field force of only 40,00h, defied 
the military might of Great Britain ' 
for three bloody years, 1S90 to 1002. 
The climate, terrain and warfare 
methods wliicli harassed tiie British 
in South Africa 30 years ago wmuld 
confront Mussolini’s legions in East 
Africa. 
The Boers had only 40,000 
troops, but it is said Emperor Haile 
Selassie 
could 
mobilize 
1,000,000 
men. 
Perliaps a better figure would 
be about 600,000 full strength nnd 
400,000 in tlie field at one time. But 
even the low'est conservative esti­ 
mates indicate Haile Selassie’s war­ 
riors would outnumber Mussolini’s. 
Ttaly Has 2 50,000 Ready 
Italy, according to I’eports reach­ 
ing here, has about 250,000 men al­ 
ready on the scene, in Eritrea and 
Somaliland, or ready to leave for 
East Africa.

Unless 
expenses a re cut a nd borroAving limited, 
neither na tiona l defense nor na tiona l pro­ 
jects for deA'clopment ca n be ma inta ined.

ha ve,

course, a rejoinder. There is the ever 
present mena ce of Russia , the necessity 
of keeping the pea ce in iieAvly a cquired 
territory, a nd the need of increa sed ex­ 
penditures for the na vy a nd a ir forces so 
a s to keep up Avith the competition of 
other na tions in these fields. They a d­ 
mit tha t the na tiona l debt is hea \^y a nd 
becoming increa singly 
burdensome 
but 
a rgue tha t the system of ta xa tion needs 
revision so a s to ta x industries a nd the 
rich more hea vily, ina smuch a s na tiona l 
security must be the foremost considera ­ 
tion. 
Fina nce Minister Ta ka ha shi is of the 
opinion tha t the Diet, strongly industria l 
a nd fina ncia l in its interests, 
aauII support 
him in his policy of retrenchment. The 
a rmy a nd na vy ra ther rely on the throne 
to support them in their dema nd for la rg­ 
er a ppropria tions.

On July 9 , 19 09 , the first Hudson 
car came off the production line at 
the then recently organized Hudson 
Motor Car Company’s little plant in 
Detroit. It received its final inspec­ 
tion and was turned over to the sales 
department, then headed by Roy D . 
Chapm, now president of the Hudson 
Company. 
^ 
On July 9 , 19 35, exactly twenty- 
six years later, Hudson-built car 
Number 2,262,8 10 rolled off the pro­ 
duction line at the huge, modem 
Hudson plant covering 77 acres. To 
mark the completion of the anniver­ 
sary car, I. B. Sv/egles, vice-president 
in charge of manufacturing, person­ 
ally supervised the final inspection 
and turned the car over to W. R. 
Tracy, vice-president in charge of 
sales. 


The Hudson advertising depart­ 
ment prizes a copy of the first adver- 
tiscmcnt, now framed in the office of 
W. A. James, advertising manager, 
which describes the original Hudson, 
a roadster model. This car, the Hud­ 
son Tw'cnty, had a 4-cylinder engine 
and a wheelbase of 100 inches. Tires 
were 32 by 3 inches. The list price 
was $9 00, including “ 2 large head­ 
lamps, generator, 2 tide oil lamps, 
tail lamps, full set of tools and horn.’* 


With ‘Bosch magneto, top, Presto- 
Litc tank and double rumble seat,’* 
the price was $1,050. The adver- 
Hsement stated that “ Any Hudson 
Twenty wull do 50 miles an hour. On 
the Grosse Pointc race track, one of 
them has been driven a mile a 
minute.” The Hudson Twenty was 
then the only car under $1,000 that 
was licensed * by the Association of 
Licensed Automobile Manufacturers, 
which later became the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
and is now the Automobile Manu­ 
facturers Association. 
i 


As a dramatic illustration of the 
progress in automobile design, Hud­ 
son-built car No. 2.262,8 10 is a lux­ 
urious 8 -cylinder, 113 horsepower, 
5-passenger closed car, with a wheel­ 
base of 117 inches, and with 16 by 6 
inch tires, yet the list price is $60 less 
than that of No. 1 vzithout “ Bosch 
magneto, top, Presto-Lite tank and 
double rumble seat.” And contrasting 
with the proud statement that “ one 
of them has been driven a mile a 
minute,” a 19 35 companion model to 
No. 2,262,8 10 holds39 official A. A. A.
